Towards this goal, Post 
Aruba is assisting FPNC with 
this special day to collect do¬ 
nations of canned goods and 
other non-perishable food¬ 
stuffs. Canned fruits, vegeta¬ 
bles, meats, and powdered 
milk are welcome as are dry 
foods such as rice, beans, pasta 
and other comestibles with a 
long shelf life. They ask please 
that no fresh foods requiring 
refrigeration be deposited dur¬ 
ing the food drive. 

The afternoon at Post Aruba 
will include food and refresh¬ 
ment booths, music and fun ac¬ 
tivities for children; organizers 
invite the community to stop 
and enjoy the ambiance and 
something to eat and drink 
when they come to drop off 
their donation.

US, UN declare Harakat-ul Jihad al- Pakistan floods affect 
Islami a terrorist group 12 million 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States and the United 
Nations yesterday designated 
Pakistan's Harakat-ul Jihad al- 
Islami as a "Foreign Terrorist 
Organization" and targeted its 
commander for supporting acts 
of terrorism, the US Treasury 
Department said. 

Mohammad Ilyas Kash¬ 
miri, who the United States la¬ 
beled a "Specially Designated 
Global Terrorist," will have 
any of his assets frozen in US 
jurisdiction, and the move will 
also "prohibit US persons from 
engaging in any transactions 
with him." 

The United Nations, ac¬ 
cording to the Treasury De¬ 
partment, has taken similar 
action against HUJI and Kash¬ 
miri. 

As the militant group's 
leader, US officials said 46- 
year-old Kashmiri "provides 
support to Al-Qaeda opera¬ 
tions, including logistical sup¬ 
port for Al-Qaeda's terrorist 
attacks," the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment said in detailing deadly 
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Mohammad Ilyas Kashmiri 

assaults on Pakistani govern¬ 
ment personnel and facilities. 

"In acting together, the 
United States and United Na¬ 
tions are today taking another 
important step in combating 
the threat that Al-Qaeda and its 
affiliated organizations pose to 
innocent people around the 
world," said Stuart Levey, the 
US under secretary for terror¬ 
ism and financial intelligence. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - A Dutch woman 
has been arrested for allegedly 
killing four of her babies over 
the last eight years, hiding their 
remains in suitcases in the 
attic, investigators said yester¬ 
day. 

"A 25-year-old woman 
from Nij Beets (in the northern 
Friesland province) was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday ... on sus¬ 
picion of infanticide," prose¬ 
cuting official Annette Brons- 
voort told a press conference. 

Police subsequently found 
four suitcases, each containing 
the remains of a baby, in the 
attic of the house where the 
woman lived with her parents. 

Police chief Wim van Essen 
said an investigation was star- 


HUJI's area of operation, 
said the Treasury Department, 
extends "throughout South 
Asia," but the arena for its ter¬ 
rorist activity remains mainly 
in India and Pakistan. 

It also provided fighters to 
the Taliban fighting interna¬ 
tional forces in Afghanistan, 
and members of HUJI have 
trained in Al-Qaeda camps, 
said officials. 

Among the attacks listed by 
the Treasury was a March 
2006 suicide bombing on the 
US consulate in Karachi that 
killed four people, and injured 
48 others. 

Kashmiri was also accused 
of involvement in an attack on 
the Jyllands-Posten newspaper 
in Denmark, following uproar 
over cartoons depicting the 
Prophet Mohammed. 

David Coleman Headley, 
the Chicago man accused of 
scouting for the deadly 2008 
Mumbai siege and a plot to kill 
a Danish cartoonist, worked 
with HUJI on the Danish plot, 
according to charges unveiled 
in March.

lice that she had no children 
despite having been pregnant 
several times between 2002 
and 2010. On being ques¬ 
tioned, the woman first told 
police she had given her chil¬ 
dren up for adoption but could 
not show the documents to 
prove it — leading to her arrest. 

The woman then told police 
that she was "keeping them" in 
separate suitcases in the attic, 
which led to the house search. 

Investigations showed that 
the four suitcases contained the 
remains of babies. 

Further investigations “will 
have to determine the cause of 
death and also answer the 
question whether the babies 
were dead at birth.” 


DURRANI MEHAR, Pakistan 
(AFP) - The worst floods in 
Pakistan's history have af¬ 
fected 12 million people, the 
government's disaster manage¬ 
ment agency said yesterday as 
the prime minister appealed for 
international help. 

The number covered just 
Khyber Pakhtunkhwa and 
Punjab as figures from south¬ 
ern Sindh province had not yet 
come in, National Disaster 
Management Authority chief 
Nadeem Ahmad said. 

Prime Minister Yousuf 
Raza Gilani appealed for im¬ 
mediate international help to 
cope with the disaster as au¬ 
thorities evacuated half a mil¬ 
lion people from risk areas in 
the south. 

"I would ask international 
community to support and help 
Pakistan alleviate sufferings of 
flood-affected people," Gilani 
said. 

"Pakistan has been hit by 
worst floods of its history," he 
said. "The loss of human lives 
and infrastructure has been 
colossal and real assessment of 
damages can only be done 
when water recedes." 

The nearly two-week-old 
disaster across the largely im- 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Tro¬ 
pical Storm Colin barreled to¬ 
wards Bermuda yesterday, 
with US forecasters saying the 
weather system could clip the 
island, or even pass directly 
over it, but was not likely to af¬ 
fect the US east coast. 

At 11:00 am local time the 
storm was about 380 miles 
(615 kilometers) south-south- 
west of Bermuda, packing sus¬ 
tained winds of 45 miles (75 
kilometers) a hour, the Miami- 
based National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter said. 

"The center of Colin is ex¬ 
pected to pass just west of 
Bermuda on tonight or tomor¬ 
row night. However only a 


poverished country hard hit by 
Taliban-linked violence, 
washed away entire villages 
and killed at least 1,600, ac¬ 
cording to UN estimates. 

Authorities in densely po¬ 
pulated Sindh were busy eva¬ 
cuating villagers, warning that 
major floods in the next 48 
hours threatened hundreds of 
communities in the fertile 
basin along the swollen Indus 
river. 

The meteorological office 
issued a red alert overnight, 
warning of an "imminent" and 
"extreme" flood threat to 
Sindh, especially along the 
Indus, as flooding spread to In¬ 
dian-held Kashmir, where 
more than 110 people have 
now died. 

Torrential rains were also 
forecast in the northwestern 
province of Khyber Pakhtun¬ 
khwa, where the disaster man¬ 
agement authority warned 
people who have returned to 
partially damaged homes or 
those living along rivers to be 
careful. 

The flooding has threatened 
electricity generation plants, 
forcing units to shut down in a 
country already suffering a 
crippling energy crisis.

FAVI foundation receives two air conditioners for their Pimavera 
center 



WEB Aruba N.V., as part of its 
social corporative responsibil¬ 
ity and pilot project II “Scohe 
pa Spaar” tries to instill aware¬ 
ness among citizens to save on 
the consumption of water and 
electricity by using appliances 


that consume less 
energy. This time, 
WEB made a do¬ 
nation to one of 
Aruba’s social 
foundations; with 
the sponsorship of 
UNICON, WEB 
donated two in¬ 
verter type air con¬ 
ditioners to FAVI, 
foundation for the 
visually impaired. 

An inverter is 
an electrical de¬ 
vice that converts 
direct current 
(DC) to alternating 
current (AC); the 
converted AC can 
be at any required 
voltage and fre¬ 
quency with the 
use of appropriate 
transformers, 
switching, and control circuits. 

The inverter tag found on 
some air conditioners signifies 
the ability of the unit to contin¬ 
uously regulate its thermal 
transfer flow by altering the 
speed of the compressor in re¬ 


sponse to cooling demand. 

Traditional reverse-cycle 
air conditioners use a compres¬ 
sor that is either working at 
maximum capacity or 
switched off in order to regu¬ 
late the temperature of the 
room. A thermostat is used to 
measure the ambient air tem¬ 
perature and switch the com¬ 
pressor on when the ambient 
air temperature is too far from 
the desired temperature. 

Eliminating stop-start cy¬ 
cles increases efficiency, ex¬ 
tends the life of components, 
and helps eliminate sharp fluc¬ 
tuations in the load the air con¬ 
ditioner places on the power 
supply. Ultimately this makes 
inverter air conditioners less 
prone to breakdowns, cheaper 
to run, and the outdoor com¬ 
pressor is generally quieter 
than a standard air condition¬ 
ing unit's compressor. 

The donation is the first 
phase of the project, soon 
WEB, Elmar and FCCA will 
install different appliances that 
help save water consumption 
at the foundation, enabling it to 
its reduce utilities expenses. 

WEB Aruba N.V. informs 
the community that this week 
they finished the installation of 
appliances for saving on water 
and electricity consumption at 
50 FCCA houses that were se¬ 
lected to participate in the pilot 
project II. 

Now they will monitor the 
water and electricity consump¬ 
tion, and use the collected data 
for the expansion of the project 
in the near future.

Zeerover 


Savaneta is the village where 
the Dutch first came on the is¬ 
land. The Spanish and Dutch 
came to land through a bay. 
These high rank officers called 
'commandeurs' build their 
headquarters, so they called 
the bay Commandeursbaai. At 
the end of the 18th century the 
commandeurs moved to the 
Paardenbaai (Oranj estad). 
Years later the town near the 
Commandeursbaai was called 
Savaneta. Savaneta is papia- 
mento for small meadow. 

In savaneta there is a 'secret' 
place and not really mentioned 
for tourists. It is called 
Zeerover (pirate). You can 
have so much fun there it 
would be a crime not to tell 
you about it. As long as you 
keep it the way it is and not be¬ 
have like tourists, we're 
pleased to show you this place. 
Zeerover is kind of a fish auc¬ 
tion. 

All day long, but especially 
at the end of the afternoon, the 
fisherman bring their catch of 
the day in: the fresh fish you 
can get, in sizes you can hardly 
imagine. Directly after the fish 
is brought ashore it gets 
cleaned, chopped to pieces and 
sold. It's often sold even before 
being caught. 

Along the years Zeerover 
has become more then just a 
fisherman's spot: it has become 
a place to meet and talk things 
over for the local people. They 
talk a bit, drink their beer, eat 
some of the fresh fish, play 
some pool or domino. This is 
why Zeerover is so special: it's 
a local known place in Sa¬ 
vaneta, not yet explored by 
tourists. That's also why we ask 
you: if you go there, please be¬ 
have and keep it the way it is.

Scientists find sea 
sponges share human 
genes 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Mankind 
may be descended from apes 
but Australian scientists have 
found proof of links much 
closer to the sea floor, with a 
study revealing that sea 
sponges share almost 70 per¬ 
cent of human genes. 

Genetic sequencing of sea 
sponges from the World Her¬ 
itage-listed Great Barrier 
Reef showed the ancient ma¬ 
rine animal shared many of 
its genes with humans, in¬ 
cluding a large number typi¬ 
cally associated with disease 
and cancer. 

Lead researcher Bernard 
Degnan, of the University of 
Queensland, said the findings 
’’would shed light on a whole 
range of different things,” 
and could lay the foundation 
for breakthroughs in cancer 
and stem cell research.

JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia 
(AFP) - Lebanon on Thurs¬ 
day became the latest Middle 
East state to voice security 
fears over BlackBerry smart¬ 
phones, as the United States 
stepped in to the growing row 
over the popular devices. 

Saudi Arabia is to suspend 
Blackberry services on Friday 
after the Canadian manufac¬ 
turers failed to meet its de¬ 
mands, while the United Arab 
Emirates announced at the 
weekend that its own ban will 
take effect from October 11. 

India is also mulling a 
similar move. 

As the row spread, US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton said that the United 
States and the UAE would 
soon hold talks on the Gulf 
business hub’s halting of 
BlackBerry messenger, web

browsing and email services. 

”We are taking time to 
consult and analyze the full 
the range of interests and is¬ 
sues at stake because we 
know that there is a legiti¬ 
mate security concern,” Clin¬ 
ton told reporters in 


Washington. 

But she said there was also 
a ’’legitimate right of free use 
and access” and added that 
the United States was also 
working with unspecified 
other countries on the issue. 

The row centres on con¬ 
cerns that BlackBerry’s en¬ 
crypted services — which 
involve data being routed 
through secure servers in 
Canada where manufacturer 
Research in Motion (RIM) is 
based — could be used by 
militants or criminals. 

Clinton’s spokesman 
Philip Crowley told reporters 
later that Washington is 
’’reaching out” to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, India and other countries 
that have similar security 
concerns in a bid to find so¬ 
lutions.

Prayer heals, study 
finds 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Prayer heals when it ? s close- 
up and personal, and there's a 
study to prove it. 

It's not just any kind of 
prayer, but "proximal inter¬ 
cessory prayer," or PIP — 
when one or more people 
pray for someone in that per¬ 
son's presence and often with 
physical contact — that was 
found by a team of doctors, 
scientists and religious ex¬ 
perts to have remarkable re¬ 
sults in healing some 
patients. 

A team of medical doctors 
and scientists led by Indiana 
University professor of reli¬ 
gion Candy Gunther Brown 
found in the study, conducted 
in rural Mozambique, that 
prayer brought "highly sig¬ 
nificant" improvements to 
hearing-impaired participants 
and significant changes to the 
visually impaired. 

Fourteen hard-of-hearing 
and 11 visually impaired 
study participants were re¬ 
cruited at meetings of Pente¬ 
costal Christian groups in 
Mozambican villages and 
towns. 

They were tested with a 
handheld audiometer or vi¬ 
sion charts, depending on 
their impairment, before and 
after they took part in a 
prayer session. 

"There was a highly sig¬ 
nificant improvement in 
hearing across 18 ears of 11 
subjects" and "significant vi¬ 
sual improvements," says the 
study, which will be pub¬ 
lished next month in the peer- 
reviewed Southern Medical 
Journal. 

Two of the hard-of-hear¬ 
ing study participants were 
able to hear sounds 50 deci¬ 
bels lower after the prayer 
session and three of the visu¬ 
ally impaired subjects saw 
their vision improve from 
20/400 or worse to 20/80 or 
better. 


The study focused on 
the clinical effects of 
prayer and did not attempt 
to explain how or why 
some participants saw 
such remarkable improve¬ 
ments. 

"This study shows that 
in some instances there are 
measurable effects that 
can be demonstrated using 
clinical studies," Brown, 
whose interest in the study 
was to explore spiritual 
healing practices, told 
AFP. 

"I consider this very 
much a first step and an in¬ 
dication of the direction 
for where research needs 
to head. Much more needs 
to be found out about why 
these effects are noticed, 
what are the mechanisms, are 
there structural changes in¬ 
volved," she said. 

"But one thing this study 
tells us is that a major reason 
that Pentacostalism is grow¬ 
ing is the widespread percep¬ 
tion that healing takes place." 

The Pentacostals typically 
spent between one and 15 
minutes administering PIP, 
but some spent an hour or 
more with a "patient." 

"They placed their hands 
on the recipient's head and 
sometimes embraced the per¬ 
son in a hug" while praying 
softly out loud, according to 
the study. 

The study focussed on 
hearing and visual conditions 
because they allow improve¬ 
ments to be objectively and 
easily measured, and are less 
susceptible to perceived or 
psychosomatic improvement 
than conditions such as 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

Rural areas in Mozam¬ 
bique were chosen for the 
study because eyeglasses and 
hearing aids were not readily 
available there and Pente¬ 
costal groups who specialize 
in prayers for those with 
hearing and vision impair¬ 
ments were active there. 

Brown and colleagues 
urged more studies "to assess 
whether PIP may be a useful 
adjunct to standard medical 
care for certain patients," es¬ 
pecially in countries with 
limited care options. 

"The implications are po¬ 
tentially vast given World 
Health Organization esti¬ 
mates that 278 million peo¬ 
ple, 80 percent of whom live 
in developing countries, have 
moderate to profound hearing 
loss in both ears and 314 mil¬ 
lion people are visually im¬ 
paired," the study says.

PARIS (AFP) - Women who 
conceive within six months 
after a miscarriage have a 
better chance of a healthy 
pregnancy without complica¬ 
tions compared to women 
who wait longer, according to 
a study released Friday. 

They are less likely to 
have another miscarriage, 
and are also less likely to ex¬ 
perience a caesarean section, 
deliver prematurely or have 
low-birth weight babies, the 
study showed. 

The findings, published in 
the British Medical Journal, 
are likely to be controversial. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
sation (WHO) recommends 
that women who experience 
a miscarriage should wait at 
least six months before get¬ 
ting pregnant again, and other

holding off even longer. 

To get a clearer picture, re¬ 
searchers led by Sohinee 
Bhattacharya at the Aberdeen 
Maternity Hospital in Scot¬ 
land reviewed the medical 
histories of more than 30,000 
women in Scotland who had 
a miscarriage in their first 
pregnancy and then became 
pregnant again between 1981 
and 2000. 

"Our research shows that 
women who conceive within 
six months of an initial mis¬ 
carriage have the best repro¬ 
ductive outcomes and the 
lowest complication rates in 
a subsequent pregnancy," 
they concluded. 

"It is unnecessary for 
women to delay conception 
after a miscarriage." 

The results held true even 
though the women who con¬ 
ceived within half-a-year 
were, on average, two years 
older than the women who 


waited at least 24 months. 

Differences in socioeco¬ 
nomic level did not affect the 
outcome. 

The study pointed out that 
delays in getting pregnant 
were perhaps more of a issue 
in wealthy societies, where 
women often choose to wait 
until they are older to have 
children. 

"Women over 35 are more 
likely to experience difficulties 
in conceiving and women aged 
40 have a 30 percent chance of 
miscarriage, which rises to 50 
percent in those aged 45 or 
more," the study noted. 

An earlier study of more 
than 250,000 Latin American 
women found that an interval 
of six months or less between 
pregnancies was linked to a 
higher risk for the mother and 
the late-stage foetus or new¬ 
born, including maternal 
anaemia, low birth weight 
and premature delivery in the 
next pregnancy.

Crossing the Balashi Bridge to 
San Nicolas, you will find the 
Spaans Lagoen (Spanish La¬ 
goon). 

The Spaans Lagoen is the 
only inner bay in Aruba, resul¬ 
ting from rising sea levels after 
the last ice age. Spaans Lagoen 
is connected with the sea, but 
it is partially separated by a 
low-lying bridge. Located off 
the mouth of the lagoon there 
are several island keys, which 
together with the Spaans La¬ 
goen area form a large natural 
ecological system.

You don’t just offer it to 
them quietly. You incorporate 
the fact that you are now offer¬ 
ing them this unique advantage 
or benefit in everything you 
say, everything you do, and 
everything you print. 

Well that’s it for this Tip.

US insurer AIG reports 
$2.66 bln quarterly loss 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ail¬ 
ing US insurance giant AIG 
yesterday said it swung to a 
2.66-billion-dollar loss in the 
second quarter, hurt mostly by 
the impending sale of a key 
foreign business unit. 

American International 
Group, which was rescued 
from collapse by the govern¬ 
ment during the financial cri¬ 
sis, said the loss was primarily 
due to a 3.3-billion dollar 
"non-cash goodwill impair¬ 
ment charge" linked to the sale 
of Alico, AIG’s second-largest 
foreign life-insurance busi¬ 
ness. 

AIG had agreed to sell 


Alico to MetLife, the largest 
US life insurer, for about 15.5 
billion dollars earlier this year 
as part of a major restructuring 
exercise aimed at repaying the 
taxpayer bailout. 

Excluding the writedown, 
AIG said it made a better-than- 
expected adjusted net income 
of 1.34 billion dollars or 1.99 
dollars per share, from 1.14 
billion dollars or 1.17 dollars 
per share a year earlier. 

Most analysts had expected 
a net income of 99 cents per 
share. 

AIG shares on Wall Street 
rose 1.30 percent to 40.42 dol¬ 
lars. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US economy shed more jobs 
than expected in July, the 
Labor Department said yester¬ 
day, heightening fears that the 
world's largest economy will 
take years to fully recover 
from a crippling recession. 

Some 131,000 jobs were 
lost and the unemployment 
rate remained stuck at 9.5 per¬ 
cent, the department said, as 
federal and local government 
slashed jobs. 

The private sector was un¬ 
able to offset a massive gov¬ 
ernment layoff of 143,000 
census-takers, with firms cre¬ 
ating a modest 71,000 jobs in 
the month. 

The figures were seen as 
yet another sign that the US 
economic recovery is stagna¬ 
ting, and that the jobs market 


may take years to get back on 
its feet. 

"The current pace of em¬ 
ployment is too slow to replace 
the more than eight million jobs 
lost in the recession — not in the 
next year or two, perhaps even 
not in the next five years," said 
Bart van Ark, chief economist 
of The Conference Board, a 
business research firm. "It's un¬ 
likely that industries such as 
construction and manufacturing 
will ever return to pre-recession 
employment levels." 

Revisions to June figures 
also compounded fears, with 
the Labor Department saying 
221,000 jobs had been lost ver¬ 
sus the 125,000 earlier re¬ 
ported. 

That piled pressure on Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama to prove 
his economic policies are 


working. 

Ahead of November mid¬ 
term elections Obama's Re¬ 
publican opponents leaped on 
the data as evidence that mas¬ 
sive economic stimulus spend¬ 
ing had not worked. 

Analysts had predicted the 
ranks of working Americans 
would shrink by around 87,000 
in July, helping to push the un¬ 
employment rate up to 9.6 per¬ 
cent. 

For months investors have 
anxiously awaited any clue of 
where the economy is headed, 
with data frequently providing 
a confused snap shot. 

That trend appears to have 
continued, leaving policy mak¬ 
ers — including Obama — fac¬ 
ing tough choices about 
whether new crisis measures 
are needed.

Philippine leader grumbles over tiny residence 


MANILA, The Philippines 
(AFP) - New Philippine Pres¬ 
ident Benigno Aquino on Fri¬ 
day groused over the spartan 
feel of his chosen official res¬ 
idence, likening it to a 
"prison".

His official one-bedroom 
house is located inside the 
headquarters of the presiden¬ 
tial security force.

"I moved to (Dream

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Gay condemns Bolt to first 
defeat in two years

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
World record holder and 
Olympic champion Usain 
Bolt crashed to his first defeat 
in two years on Friday when 
America's Tyson Gay won 
their eagerly-awaited 100m 
clash at the Diamond League 
meeting. 

Gay clocked 9.84sec to 
edge Bolt, who was second in 
9.97sec, while Trinidad's 
Richard Thompson took third 
in lO.lOsec. 

"It feels great to beat 
Usain but deep down inside I 
know he is not 100 percent," 
said Gay, the second fastest 
man in the history of the 
event. 

"I look forward to beating 


him when he is 100 percent." 

Gay insisted that Bolt is 
still the man to catch. 

"Usain knows what his 
limitations are. His goal this 
year was to go undefeated, 
not set world records. He has 
plenty left in the tank." 

Bolt's last defeat came at 
the same Stockholm track in 
2008 when Jamaican compa¬ 
triot Asafa Powell took vic¬ 
tory. 

Since that loss, Bolt had 
enjoyed 14 successive wins, 
including the last time he 
clashed with Gay at the world 
championships in 2009. 

Powell, the former world 
record holder, was also due to 
take part on Friday but was 


forced out with a groin injury. 

"You can get beat any day. 
You have good days and bad 
days," said Bolt, who is still 
looking for sharpness follow¬ 
ing an Achilles injury earlier 
in the season. 

"I still need to work on my 
strength. The first 10 metres 
tonight was crap. I had no 
power, no nothing. I have 
tried to work on it but it didn't 
work out tonight." 

Bolt said two delays at the 
start had upset his rythym. 

"I was ready but the two 
stand-ups annoyed me. But 
Tyson was in better shape 
than me and was better pre¬ 
pared," he said.

None of those offers, in 
any way, exceeded 40 million 
euros," the Catalan club said. 

Fabregas, who is under 
contract at Arsenal until 
2014, returned to training on 
Thursday after a lengthy 
break following Spain's vic¬ 
torious World Cup campaign. 

He was greeted warmly by 
10,000 Arsenal supporters at 
a members' day at the Emi¬ 
rates Stadium this week, with 
banners and chants making it 
clear how much they wanted 
the 23-year-old to stay. 


LPGA books Florida finish 
for 2010 season 



ORLANDO, Florida (AFP) - 
The season-ending 1.5 mil- 
lion-dollar LPGA Tour 
Championship will be staged 
December 2-5 at Grand Cy¬ 
press Golf Club, the tour an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

The event, featuring 120 
players, will keep the format 
used last year when it was 
played in Houston, with a 36- 
hole cut to the low 70 and ties 
and another cut to the low 30 
and ties after 54 holes.

MUNICH (AFP) - Bayern 
Munich coach Louis van Gaal 
on Friday blamed poor man¬ 
agement within the Dutch 
World Cup team for aggravat¬ 
ing Arjen Robben’s thigh in¬ 
jury which has ruled him out 
for another two months. 

’’The team (Dutch) doctor 
made a diagnosis and our 
doctor a different diagnosis. 

But our doctor is Professor 
Hans-Wilhelm Muller- 
Wohlfahrt, with a global rep¬ 
utation for muscular 
problems,” said Van Gaal. 

’’Everyone wants to play 
the World Cup and to do 
everything possible to achieve 
this dream. I called Robben 
several times and I warned 
him ... We did everything we 
possibly could in Bayern.” 

Robben, who inspired 
Bayern to the domestic dou¬ 
ble as well as the Champions 
League final last season, in¬ 
jured his left thigh before the 
World Cup during a friendly 
against Hungary on June 5. 

He missed the first two 
matches of the World Cup be¬ 
fore returning to score two 
goals helping the Netherlands 
to the finals where they lost 
to Spain.

five-year reign as 
world number one 
suffered another 
devastating blow on 
Friday. 

Woods, once all 
but invincible at 
Firestone Country 
Club, looked a 
shadow of his for¬ 
mer self with a sec¬ 
ond poor 

performance at the 
World Golf Cham¬ 
pionships Bridge¬ 
stone Invitational. 

After shooting 
four-over par 74 in 
Thursday’s first 
round, his worst ca¬ 
reer score at a 
course where he has 
won seven times, 
the American super- 
star followed it up 
with an unimpres¬ 
sive 72 in benign 
morning conditions.

At six-over 146 
for 36 holes, the de¬ 
fending champion 
was near the back of 
the field with half 
the players in the 
clubhouse at the 8.5 
million-dollar event. 

Woods refused 
to comment after 
emerging from the 
scoring trailer, in¬ 
stead walking 
straight to his 
nearby car for a 
quick getaway. 

Woods, whose 
prior wins at Fire¬ 
stone came in runs 
from 1999-2001 
and 2005-2007, has 
never finished 
lower than fourth at 
the WGC event but 
has not won any 
title since details of 
his adultery scandal 
surfaced last No¬ 
vember. 

After driving the 
ball well in his pre-

vious two starts, including 
the British Open at St An¬ 
drews, he was appalling off 
the tee this week. 

Woods hit only five fair¬ 
ways on Thursday and was 
even worse on Friday, finding 
the short grass just three 
times. 

Worse than that, most of 
his misses were very wide. 

’’Neither of us played very 
well,” said England’s Fee 
Westwood, who struggled 
playing alongside Woods. 
’’We’re all human. We all 
have bad days. What can you 
do? Cry?” 

Woods’ dismal perform¬ 
ance suggests he is having 
trouble focusing on golf as he 
deals with his reported di¬ 
vorce from wife Elin and 
could renew calls for him to 


reunite with coach Hank 
Haney after their split three 
months ago. 

Woods faces the distinct 
possibility of surrendering his 
world number one ranking on 
Sunday. 

World number two Phil 
Mickelson will take the top 
spot with a victory and can 
finish as low as fourth and 
become number one if Woods 
places 37th or worse. 

Westwood, ranked third, 
also started the week with a 
theoretical chance of going to 
number one, but it won’t hap¬ 
pen after a 76 left the Eng¬ 
lishman at seven-over 147. 

South African Retief 
Goosen was the clubhouse 
leader at seven-under 133, 
one stroke ahead of American 
Justin Feonard.
